every day a Jong report has come by 
cable from Judge Day, president of the 
American commissioners at Paris, tell- 
ing what has been accomplished. Yes- 
terday's report was very long, and to 
have it reduced to cipher code fo,r the 
purpose of telegraphing it to Philadel 
phia would have consumed more time 
and bfen Jfas satisfactory in results 
than tho services of the messenger.

Bitterness Among Soldiers, 


Possibility of an Outbreak in 


Havana 


Protesting Irregulars Imprisoned by a Ruse of 


General Blanco's. 


Havana, Oct. 27. — The bitter feeling 


among the Spanish troops against the : 
government for not paying them Is in- 
creasing1 daily,- and menaces possible 
outbreaks, entailing serious trouble be- 
fore Ions. The forces entrusted with 
malntftinirg order In the city constitute 
the most seditious and turbulent element. 
At first tb3 government proposed to pay 
only those who were discharged. Then, 
after protest, it offered to pay ni! bj 
promissory notes, a proposal which was 
refused. No cash settlement has been 
.made, and the etitjrc body expresses its 
ilirFitisfaeturti oponly. ' 


Tuesday SO irregulars from the Camc- 


Juani regiment arrived here and went 
tn the palace to demand pay. Their at- 
titude before General Dlanco was sue'1 
that he ordered them to be taken to ttu 
Cabanas prl.-cn on pretext of beirg rV£ 
there, but they have not been allowed tc 
leavs the prison, and to all intents arc 
purposes are under arrest. Twenty-one 
members of thf civil guard of this prov- 
ince aUo presented themselves at the 
palace to demand payment. They ar- 
rived just as the others were reaving for 
Cabanas prison and met General Blanco's 
aid, 
who threatened to send them there 


also. The threat had the desired effect, 
and they left the palace without further 
trouble. These incidents prove the renl 
feeling of the troops. Tire possibility "of 
an outbreak is confirmed In private con- 
versations with the men, who threaten 
riot if they are ordered to embark with- 
out payment. 


The demand for overdue salaries has 


taken an active and aggressive form ir 
the municipal departments. Beside fte 
mobs which dally infest the office of the 
mayor, clamoring1 for pay, threatening 
every variety of personal violence, am* 
even drawing guns, ashoppened one day 
last week, there are individual instance 
of a more or lean sensational character. 
One of the victims, an employe of the cit\ 
nn.m>d Ca-sares, entered the mayor's 
office Monday morning to insist upon a 
settlement. The rrnyor refused and 
made some excuse • >(• entirely satis- 
factory to the claimant, who slapped the 
mayor's face, following: up the slap with 
a couple of well -directed blows. The at- 
tendants hustled Cusarcs out of the 
building, bttt the mayor refused to proc* - 
cute and endeavored to hush the matter 
up. The story leaked out, however, and 
gave rl«e to a good deal of unfavorable 
comment at the •expense of the mayor, 
though his friends applauded his coolness 
and nelf-restraint in not returning the 
blows. 


Diirinjr these last wpeks Spanish 


rule in the inland has born marked by 
unbridled corruption and license on the 
part of every man In power. One of the

Gas Making at Home. 


GAS MAKING AT HOME. 


Much interest «;i^ occasioned Wed- 


nesday by tho exhibit km in a vacant 
Ft ore in the Severance' block at the 
st.uinn ot th'1 now system of pas n- 
luininatiou bcmtr Introduced by W. F. 
Alniy of Jio«*ton and A. K. Hall, men- 
tion of which was rrado in The Tran- 
script a few. days at'o. The light comes 
rrom uct-r. lone sas and is very steady 
and po\\eri""l. and its generation is 
extremely simple and very cheap. The 
gas is formed by blinking water and 
calcium carbide into contact. The ap- 
paratus for doing this is simple and 
inexpensive and is easily cared for by 
any 
pei son of ordinary intelligence. 


The water and gas tank is about as 
^a.rge around .is a washtub and a little 
taller, and the cans for holding the 
carbide aie the size of water palls. The 
apparatus Is self-acting so that gas is 
manufactured \\ hen wanted, and when 
the consumption stops the generation 
iff gas ceases. The plant on exhibition 
lias a capacity of 25 lights each of 25 
candle power, but the system can be 
used on as large a scale as desired. The 
burneie used give a small flame, but 
EO bright as to be painful to the ej es 
If one looks diiectly at it. The gas 
gives a strong ,white light and is 
claimed to be the cheapest illuminating 
material known. Mr. Almy will be in 
town a few days explaining the system 
to all interested and Mr. Hall will be 
the agent for this locality. All who 
i igited the store Wednesday evening 
•were gieatly pleased with the quality 
'of the light and the no\el manner in 
'which it was produced.

are high here in aider to cover losses of 
the sort oiled.—Mew York Letter in 
Pittsburg Dispatch.

HOW A CROWD OF CATTLEMEN BROKB 


UP A GHOST DANCE. 


A BaniBB Candle Bnmb»rdm»nfe That

ed Into the Next n»y. 
"W» nevor called Koonoy by ths 


namo of Juok, although liis Christian 
name was John, mid in tbe cattle conn- 
try thoy wus few mou uauiod after 
(Jhritii'8 chitif diseiplo who was not 
known an Jaok. Wo always called him 
John Kuouey. Tho last 1 over hooid of 
him ho wore living up iu Nebraska, not 
fur from Oeallalu. on tho south fork of 
tho Platto, jnst uf ter tho stream leaves 
the Colorado line." 


Thus discoursed n former cattleman, 


Who is now pursniug a peaceful and 
comuiouplueo lifo in Kansas City, the 
other evening. lie was talking of lifo 
on the big cattle range in thu days when 
tho famo of Doclgo City, Abilene, Hayes 
City and Ellis was on the wane as tough 
towns of Kansas and their upbuilding as 
law abiding coiumnnUies had began.

"About tliia time the camp begins to 


get sbcrt cu grub, and some four or five 
of tho !toys was sent to Medicine Lodge, 
across tho Kansas lino, with wagons to 
bring back a supply of necessaries. Kan- 
sas was not a prohibition state then, 
and you could got most any kind of 
stimulant in Medicine Lodge—that is 
to sny, they had rye and Bourbon whis- 
ky, and I suppose they also had beer. 
In them days I never could see the vir- 
tues of boor. 


"As I was eaying, you could get 


about any kind of liquor yon wanted in 
Medicina Lodge, and so we kept pretty 
well wet. Rooney here displayed his 
sagacity. While we all had forgotten 
all about them pesky Injuns he comes 
iu one day we was to leave and puts in- 
to the wagon about 20 of them big ro- 
man candles that shoot ten times, yon 
know, each shot a big ball of yellow, 
red or bluish flame., 
" 'What j-on going to do with them 


Fourth of July fixings now?' we all asks, 
seeing as how it was getting closer to 
Thanksgiving.' 
" 'Never you. mind^that,' said'John, 


kinder winking his eye southeast. 


"So wo all was ir.igbty curious during 


the trip back to the Canadian, but says 
nothing. A few days after we gets back 
them Injuns begins gathering for a an- 
nual feast of some kind, and then one 
night they prepares for one of them 
dances. Of course, all of the boys what 
could be spared wanted off to see the 
monkey business of them redskins. 
Then John Rooney, he called a council 
of war and unfolded the secret of them 
roman oandlee what be bought at Med- 
icine Lodge. He tells all the boys, some 
15 in number, to stay with him, and 
leads the way to the timber, where tho 
ghost dance was going on. We all takes 
one of them romau candles and no one 
speaks a word or coughs or makes any 
loud signs. 
" When them 800 braves was a-tearing

TELLING 'SHE THLTII. 


Tell the truth and avoid war, is the 


lesson from the attitude of the French 
people in regard to the Faahoda affair. 
Kvery day the prospect of hostilities 
eeems to be growing iesg, and although 
a large part of this is due to the jp- 
naval In the cabinet, the real basis for 
•rth* brighter look of affairs, is the fact 
that the French people are being told 
the truth in the matter. The crisis in 
th* government are; following each 
other with such startling rapidity that 
they are seen to be almost inevitably 
come from the sama motives, but It 
seems apparent that not even the ques- 
tion of corruption in the army will be 
able to override the judgment of the 
people in the matter of going to war 
with Great Britain. 


It is a contrast In truth telling with 


the attitude of the Spanish papers last 
spring which is remarkable, and as a 
probable result of our war, is noticed 
oa one of the cases of profiting by the 
mistakes o£ another nation. 


WAR AND THE 
NKGROBS 


A new theory ims neen advanced as 


the cause for the growing trouble be- 
tween the negroes and white men of 
North Carolina. It is that the former 
have become so puffed up with racial 
pride at the storied achievements of 
their fellows who were soldiers in tha 
Cuban war, and are showing the result 
of what they consider this evidence of 
the absolute superiority of their race, 
in actions which are not acceptable "o 
their white neighbors. A prominent 
southerner was asked, his opinion oC 
the matter, and said: 


"The trouble is that the press and 


the public have made such a fuss over 
the exploits of the .negro troops in 
Cuba as to create the impression among 
'negroes throughout the country that 
>he colored regiments did the whole 
;hing and gave Cuba her liberty. This 
has set up the southern negroes, es- 
pecially in their own estimation, and 
its effect upon them has 
been bad. 


Negroes in northern cities appreciate 
better the true proportions of things— 
they have mixed with white people 
so long, and in such relations, that th«y 
have acquired some idea of perspective. 
But the negroes in the southern 'blab's 
belts' know nothing of the world be- 
yond their own immediate surround- 
ings. To them 
the stories of the 


achievements of the negro soldiery ar* 
like the legends of chivalry; and he 
effect of passing these tales from 
mcuth to mouth is to inflate the minds 
of both teller and hearer, till at last tho 
southern negro is convinced that the 
time is at hand when his race is to con- 
quer the earth, and he begins his 
career of conquest by showing his con- 
tempt for the white men in his own 
immediate neighborhood." 


And as a result the white men of the 


state are making a, shot grin effort to 
carry the state this year, that they may 
promptly revise the constitution of the 
state after the method of Mississippi 
\vhope "white man's government" is 
the envy of the white voters of neigh- 
boring states.

Hn»t Aid 1m Achieving a Genuine Unity 


flf til*! KilCB*. 


Concord, N. £L, Oct. 27.—The subject 


of President I^iniaon's address at last 
night's ses&ion of the American Mission- 
ary association was "The Work of the 
American Missionary Association for 
a United State." 
He said that the as- 


sociation, aside from its mission of giv- 
ing the goapel to those who need its con- 
solation and authority, has another pur- 
pose, namely, to make the Chinese, In- 
dians and negro races, so far as tlvey 
exist within the limits of eur country, 
Americans. Said h*. "We take no time 
to inquire if this is the noblest or most 
Christian motive- it is certainly silffi- 
clently noble Cor all intelligence, energy 
and altruistic devotion. We are labor- 
ing to make men Christians; yes, but 
patriotic cnrletians. The supreme duty 
of the chizen—the Christian eitizcn, 
for the c!ti5v«n who is not a Christian has 
not a sufficient reserve of permanent 
wisdom and national love to support a 
patriotic f deaJ—is to unite the states and 
interests and races. A genuine unity 
must be achieved to save the country 
and bhat which the country holds dear. 
There must be a u»h>n, not only of gov- 
ernment, but of Ideal patriotism. 


"The war, by uniting all interests, pre- 


pared us for the results ot the war, the 
increase of inttreate; but tire question 
of questions remains. How are we to 
unite all these diversities of tradition, 
locality, advantage, race, and Intensify 
the onenaia of our national lifo? Relig- 
ious pe,trloti«m cannot find the answer 
In any interest or law, or element of so- 
cial life or church. It cannot b« accom- 
plished by commerce or education, or 
any historic continuity. The unity of 
interesta will b« secured and conserved 
not by fastening all together, but by 
fastening each to the same center. The 
unity of the United States Is the unity 
of a system where each planet is held by 
the gravity ami illumined by the light 
of the same central sun. The uniting 
center is the on« Lord, Varied interests 
arc united by an undivided devotion to 
one supreme, and on earth there ie but 
one supreme, Jtsug Christ. If all the di- 
versities of American Ufa are loyal to 
on« supreme, there will be unity. There 
will be the fusion of ona patriotism and 
the guidance of one authority. W» need 
not be fastened tofjethar. to move tp- 
yether; if every interest, in its eye and 
will follows Christ, the nation will be 
one. For tha sake of unity the nation 
must be a chrlatlan nation."

Men's Catholic union resolutions were 
passed expressing a renewal of fealty 
to the mother uhuroh, and congratulat- 
ing the president and people on the suc- 
cessful termination of the war with 
Spain-, honoring and respecting those 
who fought so valiantly an* mourning 
the loss of the brave patriots who gav« 
up their lives for their country.

While some of these figures might 


seem to be almost wild, those referring 
to the United States and Japan are aa 
correct as it is possible to make them, 
and the .tables are given with the Idea 
of showing what would happen If the 
nations should call upon every person' 
available ta carry arms, as they would 
surely do In a conflict which would 
mean •«tthwthe"T»erpetuatlon or de- 
struction of their national existence. It

The flagship had arrived at the an- 


chorage off Tompkinsville, N. Y.. one 
day last summer after completing tho 
maneuvers with, the squadion then un- 
der command of Admiral Sicard.

ship was ordered to the Brooklyn navy 
yard for repairs and needed alterations 
after the long cruise. On the morning 
the ship started for the yard and while 
she was on her way up the bay amoka 
was seen issuing from the hatches over 
the forward 8 inch magazines. 
The 


alarms did not work, and the fire was 
well under way before it was discov- 
ered. Word was passed to the officer 
of the deck, who in turn notified the 
executive officer, "Fire quarters" were 
sounded, and in less time than it take* 
to tell it the men were at their stations. 


The hatches were opened, and sever** 


men jumped into the magazine, out of 
which the dense smoke poured. They 
groped their way in the darkness in 
search of the fire. They were bravo 
fellows. It was a dangerous place, for 
no one could tell when the powder 
would explode and send the ship, with 
her officers and men, into eternity. 


Captain Schley was on the bridge 


when he was informed of the trouble.

While Her New Texan Husband Learns

Postofflce Inspector Snow of Boston 


announced yesterday afternoon that 
Grace Barron of this city, who was ar- 
rested 
IKTC 
and 
indicted 
several 


months ago for using the mails to de- 
fraud, had been mairied at Beaumont, 
Tex., to W. A. West, the complainant 
in the case. 


It was charged that Miss "Barron fre- 


quently advertisedkfor a huaband and 
that many men after agreeing to a 
marriage, sent her money to enable 
her to meet them. They did not hear 
from her again 
after 
sending the 


money. One of the alleged vicitms was 
W. A. Weat of Beaumont, Tex., and he 
had her arrested early In the summer. 
Mr. Vest has notified Postoffice In- 
spector Snow that Mtss Bnrron had 
gone to Beaumont and that they had 
been married. 


He also enclosed a letter addressed 


to him from Mrs. V*st, in which she 
told her husband that she married him 
to clear herself of the charges In the 
indictment imd.wafl'goipg.jto'.lettvt1 him 
anil return to Massach-unetts.' Mr. Vest 
desires to have her arrested and sent 
beck if possible. 


The local police have seen nothing 


of Mrs. Vest since the suposed time of 
her marirage. Some time ago a letter 
was received from the Boston inspec- 
tor asking Chief Kendal if the present 
whereabouts of the woman was known, 
but not giving any of the details of 
this latest development. 


Grace returned to this city after she 


had been held for the grand jury in 
Boston, being let KO on her personal 
recognizance of $500. When the grand 
jury met and brought an indictment 
against her, she was not present. She 
is supposed to have been in Texas at j 
this time, In the belief that ' if she 
married her acuser, the case would 
be dropped. 


Boon after the happy ceremony she 


left fop a wedding trip, leaving her 
husband behind, for reasons at the 
time best known to heraelf, and it is 
believed that the letter saying she in- 
tended to return to this state was 
another of her jfamoug "love letters" 
which stated so much 'that isn't so. 


It is not believed that she will ap- 


pear in this city, and the fact that the 
Boston court allowed her to go at 
liberty with so small assurance of her 
return to answer to the charge ia now 
the only cause for wonder.

Worth, in District Court Today. 


Joseph De Forge sawed some wood

Mentpalier Latt Night. 


The people of Stamford, Vt., this 


city and WilllonmUnvn were surprised 
und pained this morning to Icurn of 
the death at Montpcller, Vt, Wednes- 
day night of Hon. Obed Hall, repre- 
sentaltve In the legislature from Stam- 
ford. 
The particulars of Ills death, 


which was quite unexpected, have not 
been learned here. He was unwell ut 
the time the legislature convened and 
was not able to go to Montpelier until 
several days after 
the 
session had 


opened His wife was with him at the 
time of his death. 


Mr. Hall wns born In Halifax, Vt., in 


August, 1821, and was therefore in his 
78th year. 
He lived in Halifax till 


1845. 
when he moved 
to 
Stamford, 


which town has since been his home. 
In his youngrer days he taught school. 
When he went to Stamford he con- 
ducted a bluekbinllh shop fur five yearn 
and then bought the only store in the 
village and carried It on successfully 
for some years. 
He later engaged in 


the lumber business, in which he con- 
tinued until U890, when he sold: out on 
account of advancing years. 
Since 


that time he had lived in well earned 
retirement. 


Mr. Hall had been prominent in me 


affairs of his town from the time he 
settled tn Stamford. He had held all 
the important offices in [he gift of the 
town and was known not only in his 
own town, but all through southern 
Vermont and northern Berkshire as a 
mari of sterling character, sound judg- 
ment and the highest principles. He 
had been a member of the Stamford 
Methodist church for over 50 years and 
was one of Its earnest workers and 
strongest supporters. He was an hon- 
est, upright and straightforward man, 
an honor to the church and the com- 
munity, and he will be greatly missed. 
He had been a lifelong republican and 
was elected last September by a laige 
majority to represent his town In the 
legislature. 
The news of his death 


will be received with deep regret by 
all who ever knew him. 


Besides his wife Mr. Hall leaves a 


son and a daughter, Representative A. 
E. 
Hall of Williamstown and Mrs. 


Nichols of Westboro, wife of Rev. Fay- 
ette Nichols.

A FALSE BOTTOM SWINDLE. 


New So'ieme For Disposing of Fire. 


1 wood at Fancy Rates. 


A new and unusual swindling scheme 


is abroad in the region, and a number 
of people in various cities and towns 
about are regretting that they have 
bought fire wood of a certain peddler 
«ho has been operating successfully. 
Hla rig is that of a spring wagon with 
high sideboards and seat, which when 
filled with wood looks to hold a sizea- 
ble quantity. One is led to believe that 
the wood is well packed in, even under 
the seat. This is not so, however, as 
the seat Is a box seat and the wagon 
has a false bottom. 


About the same quantity of wood 


that can be bought at any yard for $1 
is piled into this wagon in the above 
deceptive manner and there the opera- 
tor, who is rather a long haired in- 
dividual, takes his seat on the box and 
accompanied by a 
l»oy, begins his 


rounds, going to houses and operating 
mostly among women, to whom he 
represents that - the wagon holds a 
much larger quantity of wood than it 
does and getting prices anywhere from 
$2 a, load up. 


A Pittsfleld man paid J4 for a load 


a few days since and a lady in another 
part of that city paid $6 for an alleged 
cord which when piled up and meas- 
ured proved to be less than half a 
cord. The scheme is a clever one and 
there are two parties connected with 
it who operate alternately between sev- 
eral citle^. They left there this week 
with the police on their trail, and they 
may be expected to proceed to work 
other localities.

Mr. Peare said in introducing his ad- 


dress that it was very doubtful if we 
can find a man or woman here tonight 
who has not come to the conclusion 
that there is something wrong in our 
economic affairs, and at such times 
while beating about for the cause we 
find many who have found the remedy. 
Free silver, gold standard, free trade, 
protection and a hundred and one other 
remedies are proposed. 


Before going into the subject let me 


say that if I should ajgpear somewhat 
radical it is not in a personal way, for 
I am treating the system and am not 
attacking individuals 
and 
am 
well 


aware that theie are men who are 
looked upon well, but who are working 
nine days a week and do not sleep 
nigais. 


I am here tonight to awaken the peo- 


ple to the interests of their class, to 
the interest of the industrial class, We 
are repeatedly told that there are no 
classes in this country, and often in 
the columns of the same paper that 
makes such a statement you will road 
of some great man who has risen from 
the Iqwer class and humble birth to 
the highest position in the land. 


This may be true, but nevertheless 


we have the classes. 
A reference to 


our statistical reports will show that 
we have three classes, the upper or 
capitalist class, the middle class, and 
the working class. 


The first named class I do not pro- 


pose to devote much time to. This so- 
called upper class does not stand for 
higher morals, 
purer 
nynds, purer 


blood, or more sympathetic hearts, or 
better education, but is measured by 
its 
dollars. 
Jfts 
pomp, arrogance, 


snobbery and heartlessness is the well 
known result of hoarded gold. 


The middle class is composed of our 


small tradesmen, manufacturers and 
comfortable farmers, 
with moderate 


means and -with business and homes 
more or less mortgaged. 


The first named, or capitalist class, 


is constantly reducing its numbers, but 
is also increasing its possessions of the 
nation's wealth. A portion of this class 
falls Into the middle class. 


The middle class is doomed to dis 


appear from the economic struggle by 
dropping Into the workln class. This 
is going on every day, the trusts, com- 
bines, syndicates, 
pools, 
department 


stores, etc., are bound by their im- 
proved methods, doing things on a large 
scale, to send these people to the wall. 


If they, having had an advantage in 


letters, would see it early enough, they 
might benefit the class that they are 
soon to be a part of. 


I said earlier in my address that men 


have risen from the ranks of labor to 
the so-called higher class, but do you 
appreciate the fact that that day has 
gone by and it will in the future be an 
accident for the worker to escape 
from his class. In other words we have 
here now as in Europe a permanent 
laboring class with no hope of escape 
from the cradle to the grave, and some 
of the greatest writers and thinkers 
of the nineteenth century have said 
that when we reached that hopeless 
condition our government will be on a 
tottering basis. 


I have referred to the classes at 


some length because I wish to bring to 
the front a couple of words that may 
be new to some, 
the 
words "Clas^ 


Conscious." 


The first class I spoke of tonight are 


"close conscious," that is they 
are 


aware of the class struggle 
and do 


know where their interests lie. They 
may sometimes seem to quarrel, but 
you will notice that they( no matter 
what their party) will come together 
as one man, whenever there is the 
slightest disposition of the people to 
join hands in their own interests. 


The working class-consists of 52 per 


cent, of the population in this countii, 
according to our statistics, but to this 
you must add a large part of the 39 
per cent, credited to the n.iddle cla^s, 
for to say that a man is not a woi kor 
because he owns his own house or has 
few dollars in the bank is ridiculous. 


You must always take into consider- 


ation that these statistics were taken 
mcst nine years ago, so if we had the 
truth today you would get a surprise. 


Now for a few facts to' see if 1 can- 


not prick your conscience. 


They tell you the Socialists do nut 


recognize property rights. 
The fact 


is just the reverse. We recornia" that 
the rightful owner of prop^rt;- is its 
creator, labor, and thp nnn:".il re- 
sources belong to nil. 
Hut nV-.v dn-s 


this compare with our coonomir sy.* • 
tern, our industrial system. V,"iy tha 
workmen, S2 per cent., only uu,! -1'i- PIT 
cent, of the wealth, while Ihf 
cl<.-

Now when you wake up and find that 


you have a porty and begin to art for 
yourself by legislating for tho owner- 
ship of the instruments of production 
and distribution, you will have become 
a factor in this life struggle. Then the 
machine will bo a blessing and not a 
curse and every invention that short- 
ens the hours of labor will be hailed 
with Joy, 


You mny nsk why tho Socialists will 


not Bell you out tho name as the old 
piirtfcs, 
T have shown you, because 


you are class conscious, thatlsyouknow 
your own rights and will no longer 
be cheated, henre no one will try. The 
Ignarnnt arc the only people cheated.
